It began in Omaha in 1883, when he 
started collecting. His father was at 
Army Hdgqrs. and the War Dept. stamps 
were still coming in from many places, 
altho the penalty envelopes were being 
wed from the East. He would go down 
and pick the envelopes out of the waste 
basket, tear the stamps off and take 
them for traders. He clearly remembers 
some of the Kicking Mule cancelations 
fom Port Townsend and the fine traders 
they made. And Joe Morseman was get- 
ting Dept. of Justice stamps from his 
father’s office and another boy got some 
of the Agricultures. This went on until 
July, 1884, when the stamps were 
ordered turned in to Washington. 

Big fat envelopes came into his 
father’s office and he got the entire set 
jexcept the 7c. Just suppose he had been 
smart enough to dream that those covers 
would have been in high demand and 
worth dollars each these days, and had 
gotten his friend the colored messenger 
who opened the mail to slit those en- 
velopes very carefully and then save 
them all for him for a year! And had 
gotten some of the other Depts. from his 
friends and added them to the pile and 
put them away in one of his father’s old 
cedar chests for, say, 50 years!! Absurd 
of course, but suppose he had!!

What Fools These Mortals Be! 


Then later on in Washington, to where! thousand of them in the late ’90’s, and 


his father had been transferred. There, ! 


in ’87 and ’88, he found that a lot of 
Department stamps had been saved by 
messengers and clerks instead of being 
turned in for destruction, and he bought 
a good many of them very cheaply. 
Clearly remembered are large blocks of 
Navy, including the 7c and 90c, and a 
full sheet of Justice, denomination for- 
gotten. Interiors in quantity from a gray 
whiskered old gentleman back in one of 
the dark file rooms. And other things of 
the sort. 

Over in the Treasury Dept. he found 
an upstairs room where large packages 
of securities were being received from 
Uruguay bearing fine blocks of the first 
1 Peso stamp, and he got these in quan- 
tity just for the asking. Then he got on 
the good side of the clerk opening State 
Dept. mail and from him he got glorious 
quantities of all sorts of fine foreign 
stamps, with numbers of the first issue 
of Gibraltar six-pence and one-shilling. 
And from a Negro messenger in the 
Treasury he bought for $75 (borrowed 
money!) a mail sack of used Treasuries 
on large pieces of envelope. He tripled 
his money selling those to N. Y. dealers 
—but just suppose he had had the 
sense to put a lot of these things away 
until his old age! 

Through high school his stamp activ- 
ities came to an abrupt end for the time 
being, when he was sent south on some 
government engineering job, but another 
year later, at Danville, Va., he picked up 
a grand lot of Confederates on the cover 
from the family of an ex-soldier. There 
were both 10c rose and 10c blue, a num- 
ber of them, and quantities of the large 
5c in green and blue. He offered the lot 
to C. F. Rochfuchs by mail, was offered 
$30 for them and decided to keep them. 
And what became of them he has no 
recollection. Probably traded off one at a 
time. If he had only put that wonderful 
lot of covers away for years! Zowie!! 


His father being transferred back to 
Omaha, permanently as it turned out, 
he made trips home to see the family, 
and there the prize boner was pulled. 
His sister had married a man high in the 
Woodmen of the World with Camps all 
over the country, and who had the first 
handling of the mail. Large numbers of 
monthly letters paying dues came in 
from the Indian Territory, and it never 
occurred ot him or his brother-in-law 
that those covers with their queer town 
names would be valuable in later years. 
He could have had and stored away ten 





what a joy they would now be when he 
is struggling to make a checklist of the 
neglected Ind. Terr. postmarks — to 
say nothing of the money they would 
now bring. Let us weep! 

Came the Spanish-American war 
which he got into, and after it was over 
he was in the office of the Military Gov- 
ernor, saw the new Cuban surcharges 
arrive and go into use, bought and 
shipped quantities to his old friend H. F. 
Colman, but never put away a single 
sheet or block for himself. This time he 
excuses his dumbness. We had a hard 
and interesting job of never ending work 
and long hours, teaching a new and un- 
trained nation to stand on its own feet, 
and the job got harder and longer as 
we prepared to turn the government over 
to the Cubans on May 20, 1902, but he 
should have put a lot of those stamps 
away. No question of it! 

And so we come to the final crime, 
skipping over several other good oppor- 
tunities that were scandalously over- 
looked or passed by. In small justifica- 
tion he claims that in the years before 
the World War he was working his way 
up in an entirely new business and 
stamps were forgotten for years. Still 
and all, when the 2c Lincoln came out it 
attracted him so that he clipped a quan- 
tity of fine copies from his office mail 
and put them away. And years later, in 
Chicago, he ran across that envelope 
and to his shame found some copies on 
bluish paper, the postmarks showing 
they had been used by a Detroit cus- 
tomer—and he hadn’t even noticed them 
as he cut them from the envelopes! He 
should have spotted them and had the 
customer buy him a couple of sheets. 
Phooey! 

The World War came on and he was 
at Hoboken for over three years and his 
duties as military postmaster and mail 
censor brought him into intimate touch 
with the mail clerks on every war ves- 
sel and transport that came to New 
York — and he never got a single cover 
postmarked by any of them! Squirming, 
he excuses this by saying that helping 
ship two million men abroad and re- 
ceiving them again as they came back 
was quite a job, and that the mail for 
the port and nearby camps rose to 20,000 
letters a day at the peak, and that his 
hours were from 7 A. M. to any old time 
o’night, but just the same he knows he 
should have had every vessel cancel a 
dozen or so fine covers for him to put 
away and produce now.

Ickes "Traded" Farleys 





The New York Sun on October 21 
carried a lead article dealing with sev- 
eral letters written by Gerard T. Beeck- 
man, in behalf of Secretary of Interior 
Ickes in connection with the trading of 
a set of blocks from the sheets Ickes ob- 
tained in unfinished condition. The one 
letter, written on Department of Interior 
stationery, is dated January 16, 1935, 
and is offering a dealer a set of blocks 
from the sheets in exchange for the fol- 
lowing items cataloging $2500 in Scott’s 
catalogue: Block of Von Steuben im- 
perfs, pair of Wisconsin part perfs, two 
St. Louis Bears, 1c and 4c Pan Ameri- 
can inverted centers. For a set of arrow 
blocks, $3500 catalog value was desired 
in exchange. This would give the sheets 
a minimum value of $125,000 by Scott’s 
prices. 

Another letter from Beeckman was to 
the possessor of a block, asking the tem- 
porary return of the block so that if a 
committee from congress should request 
to see all the stamps, Mr. Ickes would 
be able to produce them. 

From the correspondence it appears 

one set of blocks was traded. The agent 
wrote “Later on, when it has blown 
over, you will find interest keen and 
then continue whatever operations to 
sell a set you have begun.” 
It was Mr. Beeckman who was author 
of the paper, “The Farley Gift Stamps 
and Reprints” which appeared in the 
First American Philatelic Congress 
(1935), being assigned fourth place in 
the 19 papers read. In this article he 
stated he was convinced the sheets with 
gum should be listed, in addition to the 
ungummed and the varieties issued to 
collectors in March of that year. No 
mention was made in the Congress book 
that Mr. Beeckman was personally in- 
terested in the disposal of a portion of 
the sheets for Mr. Ickes and himself 
possessed some of the stamps.

The World Wide Stamp Exhibition 
under the able management of that 
genial BIG stamp man from Detroit, 
Ben L. Nevison turned out to be all 
that one could expect.

What we have the most difficulty in; 
understanding is why, when shows of; 
this nature are available to the average | 
collector that so many collectors still 
continue to stick their stamps in albums 
in such a haphazard manner as many 
collectors do. Certainly to view a show 
of this sort, study the exhibits and see 
the very interesting and attractive man- 
ner in which many collections of ex- 
tremely cheap stamps have been dis- 
played in such a manner as to draw a 
first prize ribbon, we fail to understand 
how or by what pattern some people 
collect stamps, and more especially 
mount them. 

One of the collections of this nature, 
that drew a first prize ribbon and de- 
served it was a collection of the common 
six cent orange Air Mail stamp of recen 
issue. Bert Powell can well be proud of 
this display, yet it is one that any col- 
lector could reproduce, since the stamps 
are of so little value. This collection 
is a revelation in what one can do wit a 
single stamp in creating interest and 
making an attractive showing. 

The bourse was one that was well 
filled with dealers, in fact so well filled 
that most with whom we talked were 
rather disappointed with the volume of 
business that was done. Perhaps the 
competition was too great as we do not 
remember of having seen a show in 
which so many dealers were on hand. 
The rate for space was quite stiff also 
and to make the trip profitablewas a 
difficult feat for many attendants.

Four Shapes of Surcharge 





Costa Rica in converting remainders 
of the, 4c 1927 to current postal needs 
has overprinted that stamp for use as a 
15 centimos stamp with surcharges in 
four shapes, triangular, circular, square 
and the latest: an oval. No explanation 
has been noted of the varying designs, 
but since each was issued separately it 
appears that a new overprinting plate 
was made at each successive printing. 


First Day Reports

NEw Bureau TyPEe. 


The new NARROW Bureau type is 
fully explained in the Oct. supplement 
of the Precancel BEE. Below is the 
official statement on the matter as pub- 
lished in the BEE. 

“At the request of the Post Office 
Department, the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing will, in the near future 
when making new electroplates for pre- 
canceling stamps, change the distance 
between the two parallel lines by bring- 
ing the lines closer together. This change 
is made in order to allow sufficient room 
on the stamps for permit holders to 
overprint thereon their initials, date, 
etc., as contemplated by the order re- 
quiring precanceled stamps to be so over- 
printed.” 

“In the old style precancelation the 
spacing between the lines or rules which 
are directly above and below the name 
of the city is approximately one-half 
inch.” 

“In the new style, the spacing be- 
tween the lines has been reduced to ap- 
proximately 34% of an inch. There may 
be a slight variation from this figure due 
to allowances for stretch in curving, 
and shrinkage or expansion in paper.” 

“The exact date or the name of the 
first post office to be issued such pre- 
canceled stamps is not yet known. The 
electroplates already on hand will con- 
tinue to be used for some time and the 
change will be gradual.” 

As will be noted the change is less 
than % inch which is hardly enough 
to warrant such a move. It will be so 
small that no matter who tells you they 
can tell the difference at a glance, you 
can feel justified in arguing with them. 
If they had taken #: from above and 
below too or doubled the decrease there 
would have been some justification in 
saying that the change was done to help 
the Permit holders; as it is I don’t be- 
lieve that was the reason and not until 
I see how things develop will I divulge 
my own ideas on the matter. A trial 
plate was supposed to have been made 
for Edwardsville, Ill. ONLY PROOFS 
have been made so far and as Edwards- 
ville just received a shipment, no nar- 
rows from there are expected. These 
new plates will be used right along with 
the old good ones and will be put in 
use only as warranted. If actually put in 
use on the press at the same time as the 
old ones won’t that drive the boys crazy 
trying to get blocks showing both types, 
etc? Well this just about ruins the hopes 
of getting complete sets of the old type 
on the Presidentials. You'll have to 
start all over again. 

The coils will be decreased too in the 
same proportion. The Division of Stamps 


will indicate which of the stamps are | 


the new type on its monthly shipment 
list. The new type will be known as 
B-15. 
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DEFENSE ISSUE. 

It is interesting to note that the new 
Defense Issue is not supposed to be a 
commemorative and in such a capacity 
should not be banned to precancelling. 
The stamps have a goodly amount of 
white background and will make beau- 
tiful precancels especially when printed. 
It’s my guess just the same that the 
Department will not want this issue 
precancelled although it would net them 
thousands of extra dollars to do so. We 
note a Ic already from dear old Marlton, 
N. J., in the familiar type. 


HANDSTAMP DaTA 


I have a note from a reader anent the 
25 subject metal handstamp I wrote of 
some weeks ago. Although proving that 
there are exceptions to the statement I 
made that 25 subject metals replaced 25 
subject rubber handstamps which is no 
surprise to me at all; I did not intend 
to make that statement as definite as 
there is hardly anything definite in the 
precancel field. The fact still remains that 
there are no records where 10 subjects 
were given to the offices that previously 
used 25s, although 25s were given indis- 
criminately I guess in some cases. This 
all leads up to another point that perhaps 
has some bearing on the question. The 
question of when a 25 or a 10 subject 
handstamp was released we now think is 
more a matter of just at what given time 
it was released rather than what kind of 
a handstamp the office previously had. 
The 25 subjects were the first and were 
in use up until say four years ago then 
the 10 subjects appeared. So this we 
think is a better answer to the replacing 
question than the one previously given. 
Now let some one come along and prove 
to us that they know of a 10 subject 
metal handstamp as far back as 1933 and 
we will be fit to jump off the old town 
hall building.
